The authority given by these resolutions, and 
the object of the Legislature, in the appointment 
of the committee, appeared to your committee 
to be clear and explicit; and they conceived that 
it was within the scope of their own appomtment 
to give all the explanation and information which 
could be required in relation to the state of the 
bank. 

Your committee think it proper here to state, 
that they did not know, nor was it communi- 
cated to them by the committee of the Legisla- 
ture, that public opinion had been excited against 
the bank, or that the belief was general, that 
some of the directors and officers had combined 
with brokers and others to take the loan to the 
injury of the bank and of the government,—nor 
that an impression existed that mismanagement 
of the institution in stock operations had so di- 
minished its means, that it possessed little capi- 
tal for banking business. It was, therefore, mat- 
ter of surprise to your committee that in relation 
to these topics, which were but indistinctly de- 
veloped in the progress of the examination of 
witnesses, the committee of the Legislature 
were subjecting the bank to a rigid scrutiny. If 
your committee had been distinctly informed 
that an investigation of this character was in- 
tended, and had the points of inquiry been spe- 
cifically stated, they do not hesitate to say, that 
they should have promptly met and refuted the 
charges. As it was, the inquiry, as it was pro- 
secuted, did ultimately result, in the opinion of 
your committee, in establishing: That the loan 
was taken under the authority, and with the 
approbation and sanction of the Board of Di- 
rectors: That the method adopted for taking it 
was not only the most judicious, but probably 
the only mode in which it could have been taken 
with equal advantage to the state: That the ob- 
ject of the bank, to afford facility to the financial 
operations of the government, so far as could be 
done consistently with the interests of the institu- 
tion, was fully effected by the mode adopted for 
taking the loan: And that the means of the bank 
for its business, instead of having been diminished 
by its participation in this loan, were increased. 
The committee cannot, therefore, entertain a 
doubt, that when the evidence which was taken 
shall be placed before the Legislature, it will be 
seen that the directors of the bank, and its offi- 
cers, are not obnoxious to any charge of combi- 
nation with others to take the loan to the loss 
or injury of the govermment; and that the impa- 
tation of mismanagement of the institution, in 
stock operations, is without foundation. 

In relation to the state of the bank, or its ac- 
tual condition, which your committee supposed 
would be the object of inquiry, every kind of in- 
formation which was required was freely given; 
and it is a matter of pecufar satisfaction, that 
they had it in their power to meet the investi- 
gation on this point, not only in the most com- 
plete, but in the most satisfactory manner. The 
statement of the concerns of the institution, 
carefully scrutinized, and its accuracy tested, 
must have satisfied the gentlemen from the Le- 
gislature, not only of the safety, but of the pros- 
perity of the bank. To such a statement as 
this, and so verified, your committee feel per- 
suaded, that the most confident appeal may be 
made to refute any imputation of mismanage- 
ment in the direction, or unfaithfulness in the 
administration of the concerns of the bank. 

It was, however, conceived by the committee 
of the Legislature, to be within the scope of 
their appointment, to inquire minutely into the 
administration of the institution. Your com- 
mittee were not informed of any charges of mal- 
administration, upon which the inquiry proceed- 
ed; and were only enabled to conjecture them 
from the questions which were proposed to nu- 
merous witnesses, summoned by the committee 
of the Legislature, and examined by them un- 
der oath or affirmation. Your committee were 
well aware, that an inquisition of this nature 
was not calculated either to elicit truth, or to 
do justice to those whose conduct was the sub- 
ject of inquiry. Those who were implicated, 
where wholly ignorant of the charges against 
them, and of the sources from which they pro- 
ceeded; and, although the committee were al- 
lowed to propose questions in writing for the 
consideration of the committee of the Legisla- 
ture, yet the individuals implicated, had not, 
and could not bave the ordinary means of ap- 
plying to witnesses the test of cross-examina- 
tion, which alone could elicit the exact truth. 
They had neither the privilege nor the power of 
interfering with the course of the investigation; 
nor could they enjoy or exercise, in any respect, 
the ordinary and customary facilities of accused 
persons, in using the means of exculpation. 
The mvestigation may be said to have been pub- 
lic, as the room was often thronged by persons 
called here by curiosity, or for the purpose of 
giving testimony. 

The committee of the Legislature were alone 
possessed of the objects of their inquiry, and did 
not state them; they had the exclusive direction 
of that inquiry, and no deviation from their 
course was permitted; and therefore your com- 
mittee saw too plainly, thatthe inevitable con- 
sequence must be—not that a full and clear ex- 
hibition of the whole truth would be made, but 
that erroneous impressions would be received by 
the by-standers, and by those who conducted 
tie investigation. Still your committee did not 
deem themselves authorized, and they knew that 
the attempt would be fruitless, to interfere with, 
or to object to the course which the committee 
of the Legislature considered to be within the 
scope of their commission, and dictated by their 
sense of duty. On the 10th of January, the 
coumnittee of the Legislature communicated, 
That they had resolved that the board of di- 
rectors of the Pennsylvania Bank should have 
the privilege of offering any testimony they 
may think necessary, to show that the affairs 
of said bank have been properly conducted; and 
the opportunity was given for one of the clerks 
in the bank to take copies of the questions, 
which had been previously prqposed to wit- 
nesses. By this communication your committee 
were not apprized of any precise views which 
the committee of the Legislature had taken, as 
to the evidence they had collected, nor of the 
impressions which had been made by it on their 
minds, so as to be a guide to your committee, in 
the exercise of the privilege imparted to them, 
in making any statements or defence, and of 
examining witnesses in their behalf. They, 
therefore, addressed the following note, to which

Your committee felt themselves somewhat 
embarrassed by this state of things. They were 
solicitous, on the one hand, to relieve the direc- 
tors and officers of the institution from any im- 
pressions which might be injuriously entertained 
against them; and, on the other, by the wish to 
avoid any improper waste of time or effort in ex- 
planation and evidence in relation to matters 
which your committee were conscious ought to 
have no injurious effect. They, therefore, chose 
the course which appeared to them to be most 
consistent with their duty, and best calculated to 
efiectuate the objects for which they were the re- 
presentatives of the Board of Directors. They 
offered such evidence as in their opinion had a 
bearing upon the conduct and management of 
the institution: on the character and deportment 
of its officers; and in relation to some particular 
facts which had been introduced to notice, by 
witnesses called to testify by the committee of 
the Legislature. They presented such docu- 
ments as they think have proved @nclusively, 
the wisdom of the Board in its arrangements for 
taking: the late loan; and that asa financial 
measure, it operated most favorably, addin 
greatly to the then resources of the bank, and 
producing an, increase of its specie, its deposits, 
its ci tiga, and its discounts. The Cashier 
neo given to your comshittee, 
such views of the transactions referred to by 
witnesses, which seemed to implicate him in 
some ‘qe, as to satisfy them of the correct- 
nese aud ity*of his conduct in those transac- 
tions. At the same time yow committee were 
convinced, for obvious reasons, that it did not 
consist with a proper regard to the confidential 
operations of the bank, that this explanation 
should be made a matter of publicity. Your 
committee were so impressed with the belief, 
that the character of this oficer was so well 
known, and so well established, both with the 
Board of Directors, and with the public, and that 
your committee were at least entitled to such a 
measure of confidence, that faith should be put 
in their declaration on this point, that they did 
not deem it necessary for this vindication, to 
disregard what they thought was, in prudence, 
due to the bank.’ They, therefore, addressed to 
the committee of the Legislature the following 
note. 


Bank of Pennsylvania, Jan. 15, 1829. 

The bank committee have instructed me to make to 
the committee vf the Legislature the following commu- 
nication: 

In relation to the evidence which has been brought 
before you, the object of which was to implicate the con- 
duct and character of the Cashier; we have the satis- 
faction to state, that we have received from that officer 
such full, free, ang confidential statements and explana- 
tions as are perfectly satisfactory to us, and after fu‘l 
examination of the subject, we have 

Resolved, That it is not consistent with that confi- 
dence which the bank necessarily reposes in its officers, 
nor with a proper regard to the interests of the institu- 
tion, that the cashier should make his explanations a mat- 
ter of publicity. In the private business of the Cashier, 
the committee do not find that Mr. Chauncey has done 
what is not allowed to every responsible customer of 
the bank.

This note received no reply, and on the 16th 
day of January that committee closed its pro- 
ceedings at this bank. 

Your committee would now close this report, 
but that they feel constrained to submit to the 
Board for its information, some matters which 
have arisen in the course of the investigation, or 


‘grown out of the evidence taken by the commit- 


tee of the Legislature. These matters relate 
principally to the administration of the bank; 
and the notice of your committee is drawn to 
them, from the belief, that erroneous and unjust 
impressions concerning them have some place in 
the public mind. 

The committee do not apprehend, that in re- 
lation to the general direction and management 
of the concerns of the institution, there can now 
exist any unfavorable sentiment, although it is 
evident from the inquiry made, that on this point 
erroneous impressions have heretofore existed. 
The prosperity of. the bank refutes the supposi- 
tion of mismanagement. The disposition mani# 
fested by the Board, duly to regard the connex- 
ion of interest between this institution and the 
commonwealth, and the ability and readiness 
which have been displayed by the Board of Di- 
rectors, to afford assistance to the Treasury 
when required, which has always been consider- 
ed and acted upon as one of the primary objects 
of the institution, refute the idea that any ascend- 
ency of personal or individual interest or influ- 
ence is exerted to the injury of the state or of 
It is not therefore in relation to this 
topic, that your committee deem it necessary to 
submit any further remarks. 

In the progress of the inquiry, evidence was 
given in relation to loans on stock security, 
which have been sometimes made by the Board, 
through a committee raised for the purpose; and 
also in relation to discounts made by the Presi- 
dent without the Board. The inquiry made, and 
the degree of attention bestowed on these points, 
seemed to indicate an impression in the commit- 
tee of the Legislature, that the Board had trans- 
scended its powers, or deviated from its duty, in 
thus transacting a portion of its business. As 
your committee feel satisfied, that there has 
been, in these particulars, no violation of duty 
by the Board, but that if amy error of practice 
has existed, it has from erroneous 
judgment, they have been indueed to give some 
consideration to the subject, and have concluded 
to aotice it in this report. . 

There is no express provision in the charter 
that discounts shall be made only by the Board

of Directors. There is a provision, that seven 
directors shall constitute a for the 

of transacting the discount business of the bank. 
The discount business of the bank is transacted 
in conformity with this provision of the charter. 

Bat the bask has sometimes, when it had a 
superabundance of funds, and the application 
for discounts did not absorb them, found it ex- 
pedient to resort to some other mode of employ- 
ing them, for a time, in a safe, convenient and 
productive manner. The Board of Directors, 
under such circumstances, have thought it with- 
in their province to make loans on stock securi- 
ty; and they have intrusted the transaction of 
the business as being altogether most expedient, 
to the President, and a committee constituted for 
the purpose. -Loans thus made, have’ not been 
preferred to discount business, but are always 
considered as of a very temporary character, 
and have been uniformly recalled upon the ear- 
liest indication of a demand for the funds to be 
used in the ordinary course of discounts. As, 
however, the fluctuations of the money market 
are often sudden and unexpected, and of short 
duration, it must be obvious that even the power 
of recall was not to be exercised in a way to in- 
flict a useless injury on the customers of the 
bank. In all this, your committee are unable to 
see any unlawful delegation or exercise of the 
power of the board, or any violation of the pro- 
visions of the charter. They are happy to add, 
that the fact appeared in evidence before the 
committee of the Legislature, that the bank has 
never been a loser of a dollar by transactions of 
this nature, but thateit has been by them, a 
very considerable gainer. 
it is not necessary to state to the board, con- 
cerning discounts done by the president, any 
thing more than that the proper eviderice was 
given before the Legislative committee to show 
the circumstances under which the power has 
been confided and exercised. and sanctioned by 
the Board. There was no evidence to show, or 
to lead to the supposition, that this power had 
been abused, or im rly exercised by that of- 
ficer. He has c himself to cases of mis- 
take, or accident, or of urgent necessity, such as 
have uniformly had the approbation of the Board. 
Ia all cases, discounts so made, as also all loans 
or discounts made by the stock committee, were 
entered regularly in the discount books, and are 
invariably laid upon the table of the Directors 
for their inspection. 

In this report, your committee deem it incum- 
bent upon them to notice the testimony given in 
relation to the Cashier, inasmuch as they toék 
upon themselves the responsibility which 1s indi- 
cated in their letter of the 15th of January, to 
the committee of the Legisiature. 

From the questions proposed, and the course 
pursued by that coumittec, it appeared, that 
they had from some source, wholly un- 
known to your committee, accusations against 
the Cashier, which, in their opinion, rendered it 
proper that‘a critical and minute investigatien, 
not only of his official conduct, but of his private 
transactions and affairs, should be rade. To 
your committee, it would have seemed consis- 
tent with the object of the investigation, the in- 
tention of the Legislature, and the real interests 
of the bank, that these accusations should have 
been made known at least to them, as represent- 
ing the Directors, that they might have concur- 
red in an inquiry which was to implicate one of 
their officers. ro the officer himself, it would 
seem to be no more than common justice, that 
the accusations should be made known with pre- 
cision, and that he should be informed upon 
what responsibility they were made. The in- 
quiry was, however, prosecuted in a different 
manner. 

The first and principal topic of interest relat- 
ing to the Cashier, as an officer, which seemed 
to have the attention of the committea, was the 
supposition that he had violated the 18th article 
of the charter; and their inquiries were directed 
to ascertain two points—whether he had been 
directly or indirectly concerned in the purchase 
or sale of any of the public stocks or funds; or 
had been allowed to carry on any other business 
than that of the bank. There was evidence giv- 
en by Mr. Edward Biddle, clerk of Messrs. T. 
and J. G. Biddle, ** That they had occasionally 
stock transactions with Mr. Chauncey. That 
they had orders te buy stock, and sometimes to 
sell; he sometimes had bought stock for Bank of 
Pennsylvania; he sometimes had bought and sold 
stock in his individual capacity. Your commit- 
tee believe, that this was the only evidence that 
was given which could be supposed to have any 
bearing on this point of inquiry, in the least de- 
gree favoring the supposition. All the other tes- 
timony on this point, of which there was much, 
went strongly to destroy the imputation. On 
the minds of your committee, no impression was 
made by this testimony of Mr. Edward Biddle, 
because the inquiry of him was general, in rela- 
tion to any stock, and not to the public stocks 
or funds, and his answer was accordingly; and 
also because the anawer did not lead to the sup- 
position, that the Cashier had, in his individual 
capacity, and’ for his own benefit, in the face of 
the charter, and as would be apparent on the 
public records, been directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in the purchase or sale of the public 
stocks or funds. Your committee, therefore, 
have no just grounds for supposing that this evi- 
dence was calculated to inspire a belief that the 
Cashier had violated the charter. 

There was evidence, that the Cashier kept a 
large account in the bank, and that his private 
means, and the use of them, were extensive; and 
inquiries were made to ascertain whether he was 
connected in business with other persons. To 
these inquiries, the most decisive and satisfacto- 
ry answers were given, and the committee saw 
not the least reason to suppose that the Cashier 
was engaged in any other business than that of 
the bank, or that authorized by the bank on be- 
half of the state; or that he had at any time used 
his own funds in any manner inconsistent with 
the restrictions of the charter or the interest of 
the bank. 

The investigation of the committee of the Le- 
gislature, was also directed to several particulars 
in the performance of his duty as Cashier, con- 
cerning which your committee are led to suppose 
that misapprehensions have taken place, and 
possibly to the prejudice of that officer. 

First. He has changed checks on other banks, 
and on this bank, which were sometimes not 
payable till the following day, for notes from 
the second Teller’s drawer. 

Your committee are satisfied with the reasons 
given by the Cashier for this measure; and are 
also satisfied that it had not been done for any 
personal advantage to himself, but to promote 
the interests of the bank. In some cases, the 
reasons for its being done are perfectly known to 
all persons familiar with the banking operations; 
and, in other cases, it has bean done to promote 
the convenience of the bank itself in a way, and 
for reasons, which in the opinien of your com- 
mittee, it is not expedient to make public; and 
therefore they declined to authorize the Cashier 
to explain them to the committee of the Legis-

A complaint was made to 
the judicial authorities, and threats of burning 
down the chateau began to be heard amongst the 
enraged inhabitants of the communes. The 
King’s Procurator sent a man skilled Inthe vete- 
rinary art to inspect the wounded cattle, who, 
after examining a considerable number, declared 
that, from the nature of the sores, it was evi- 
dent that the Instrument made use of to wound 
the cattle had been previously dipped in some 
poisonous substance, arsenic or corrosive subli- 
mate. This declaration led to a further and 
more etrict examination of the circumstances, 
the result of which was the prosecution of Le- 
roi and Ott, as aathors of the above-mentioned 
maiming and wounding.—** Gentlemen,”’ said 
the King’s Procarator, in concluding his expo- 
sition of the facts, “this crime by its noveity, 
and the serious injury caused by it to many per- 
sons, has excited the passions of the people in 
the comnrunes adjoining Benon. They expect at 
your hands a fuil satisfaction for these guilty 
deeds; and, no matter what the rank of the cri- 
minals may be, they place the fullest reliance on 
the independence of the tribunals. They know 
that the first rule by which French Magistrates 
are guided is the first article of the Charter.— 
lil Frenchmen are equal before the law.”’ 

More than 100 witnesses were examined;— 
their testimony went chieily to prove that the 
prisoner Ott had been seen under various dis- 
guises, at dijlerent hours of the night, in the fo- 
rest, sometimes on foot and semetimes on horse- 
back; sometimes with a pitchfork, and other 
times with a knife in his hand, with which he 
was seen to wound the cattle. 

The grounds of accusation against the pri- 
soner Leroi were his frequent denials of havmg 
in his possession a pair of blue pantaloons, with 
a red stripe down the seams; which article of 
dress a man trequently seen in the forest wore; 
and Ott, being questioned as to this, answered 
that it could only be M. Leroi, as he was the 
only inmate of the chateau who possessed a si- 
milarly-fashioned pair of pantaloons: Besides 
this, a great number of witnesses swore to hav- 
ing seen Leroi wear such pantaloons. Leroi had 
also been beard to say Uiat by some means or 
other he would drive from the forest the ca- 
naille of Benon and Leleigne, who had been 
the destruction of his Merinos. The indictment 
also accused him of having caused to be killed 
a mare belonging to the Countess du Cayla call- 
ed Lu Bavaroue, in order to make it be believ- 
ed that the cattle of the Conntess was likewise 
the object of these midnight depredators, as well 
as the cattle of the inhabitants of the commune. 
According to Leroi, the mare was of great va- 
lue; whilst, according to Ott’s admission, she 
bed been a reformed cavalry horse, and bought 
for sixty francs. 

The counsel of the prisoner endeavoured to 
show that it was only M. Leroi’s strict enforce- 
ment of the new Forest Laws which excited the 
public indignation, and gave rise to this prose- 
cution, 

The King’s Procurator, in reply, began by 
saying that it was not the heart of a courtier 
which beat under his robe; and that though, in 
concluding his task, he should excite new and 
indecent clamours, he would nevertheless lift up 
a corner of the veil which concealed the truth. 
He then went on to show how the proprietors of 
Benon endeavoured to oust those who had a 
right of pasturage therein, first by civil action, 
in which they failed, then by innumerable chi- 
cancries in the execution of the new Forest 
Laws, and afterwards by weapons and poison. 
In alluding to the stewardship of M. Leroi, he 
said, that immediately after his arrival at the 
chateau, he set about reforming all the old es- 
tablished usages, and putting every thing upon 
a footing of the strictest economy which ex- 
tended even to the offals given to the dogs, and 
the food of the Arabian and Abyssinian rams 
kept by Madame du Cayla, the greater number 
of which latter perished in consequence. 

With regard to the encroachments upon the 
rights of the communes, the King’s Procurator 
said, Madame du Cayla thus encroached in or- 
der to harass the inhabitants of the communes, to 
make theni cry mercy and misericorde, and ob- 
tain from them, in this clandestine manner what 
the tribunals had refused her. After reading a 
letter, in which Leroi was urged to clear a for- 
est of the devouring worms (the cattle and the 
poor inhabitants) who destroyed it, the procura- 
tor continued :—‘*Such were the insinuations 
that have pushed Leroi to his ruin—such the in- 
structions which have hurried him before your 
correctional Bar ;—and think not that I wish 
here to columniate any one; no I seek but the 
truth, which has been the idol of all my life; 
and 1 also am ambitious, but it is of public es- 
teem and general consideration. 1 care not for 
honour and diguities, if | must purchase them at 
the expense of my conscience.”’ 

The Procurator-General then after stating that 
Leroi reolied to an observation made to him by 
the Muncipal Council of Benon, that he would 
soon reduce the right of pasturage to nothing, by 
saying, That is exactly what we wished for, 
thus apostrophised him,—** You said, Leroi, that 
some of the members of the Council howled like 
the Jacobins of 1793. No, no, they are not Jaco- 
biys ; they love the King and love also the Char- 
ter, which secures their rights to them ; and if 
they are your enemies it is because you are the 
friend of arbitrary and tyrannical conduct: when 
you think you ¢an turn it to your own advan- 
age.’’ 

During the hearing of the cause, on the 15th 
of January, one of the judges being takwn ill, the 
prisoners’ Counsel] moved an adjournment to the 
Thursday following; when the King’s Procura- 
tor rising, said that, wiereas he had received a 
letler from his Grandcur the keeper of the 
Seals, desiring that the Court should hasten to 
give them judgment in this case (general sur- 
prise,) he opposed the adjournment. The cause 
was, however, adjourned. 

On the 8th of January, the King’s Procura-

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The Rev. J. G. Cooprr, of this city, has 
published a Latin Grammar, which received, 
while in manuscript, the approbation of the Rev. 
Dr. Wru1e, of our University, the Rev. Mr. 
Spencer of Carutsie College, and several 
other gentlemen distinguished by their classical 
attainments. In some respects, Mr. Coorrr’s 
Grammar, we think, will be found preferable, in 
all stages of classical instruction, to most, if not 
all, of those now commonly used. The depart- 
ment of prosody has been particularly attended 
to; and the rules and examples giten will enable 
a diligent student to becomo familiar with the 
principles of every species of Latin verse.— 
Teachers have too generally neglected this; 
and many excellent scholars, if at any time 
uncertain of the quantity of a Latin word, 
and unable to recal a hexameter verse contain- 
ing it, have no other resource. The rules of 
syntax are well arranged, and génerally express- 
ed with clearness and brevity; but we cannot 
help thinking that Mr. Cooper might, with ad- 
vantage, have availed himself more freely than 
he has done of tlre labours of his predecessors. 
He has made too many changes in mere form, 
in some instances without perceptible improve- 
ment, and in some with actual detriment to his 
book. No boy, wo believe, while studying the 
Latin grammar, ever failed to be grateful to 
the Muse who inspired some of the authors of 
these awful books with the poetical propensity 
which threw into verse many things which, 
without such aid, would have filled the stoutest 
with despair. We risk the accusation of pe- 
dantry, for the sake of instancing the list of 
prepositions governing the accusative case, and 
the rules of gender in the third declension, with 
the exceptions. 

In addition to what the pupils are required to 
commit to memory, Mr. Cooper has given, in 
the form of notes, many remarks which the 
teacher might reasonably be expected to supply, 
but which teachers among us are too apt to neg- 
lect. These will, of course, be passed over, un- 
read, by the mere beginner, and by the idler; 
but will be of great service to the industrious 
when somewhat advanced. 

The book, we understand, has already been 
introduced into many respectable schools, in 
New Yorg, and in this city. We think that 
the author, with a little care judiciously applied, 
may make the second edition worthy of univer- 
sal reception. 

Two little books, by Mr. E. Hazen, to faci- 
litate the first steps in EnGisu education, have 
also been placed in our hands. One is the “Sym- 
bolical Primer,’’ containing above five hundred 
names of animated and inanimate objects, each 
illustrated by a cut sufficiently neat and distinct. 
to please and inform the child. The remaining 
pages contain the alphabet, with a number of 
short sentences, calculated to be useful. ‘The 
other is a spelling book, with the pronunciation 
and brief definitions, apparently superior in utili- 
ty to much more expensive vocabularies. Both 
have been neatly stereotyped by Howe.

The New Yorx Daity ApvVERTISER con- 
tains an extract, of some length, from the report 
of a special committee of the AMerican In- 
sriruTe, on the cultivation and improvement 
ofInvico. The foilowing is the answer given, 
by an experienced person, to an enquiry as to 
the reasons of the inferiority of American In- 
pico to that of Bencau:—*The manufacturing 
of Indigo from Indigofera, or from any other 
plant containing the blue colouring fecule, is a 
cheauical process, requiring in the operation a 
combination of mechanical and chemical know- 
ledge, aided by practical skill. In the East In- 
dies the process has been attended to by many 
scientilic Europeans, while in South America it 


has remained stationary, and in this country has 
been totally neglected. Some attention has re- 
cently been given to the article by sqgge few of 
our Southern planters; but not having practised 
for so many years, they had lost the knowledge 
formerly possessed. In the year 1826, at the 
solicitation of. some of the Southern planters, I 
gave three essays on the manufacturing of Indi- 
go, and have been in correspondence with them 
fot three years on that and other subjects. In 
the full of 18271 had many interviews with Mr.

From the R. I, Providence American, 
DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 

About 2 o’clock on Thursday morning, the 
Cotton Factory in Woonseket Falle village, 
(Cumberland,) belonging solely to Mr. Dexter 
Ballau, was discovered to be on fire. 
appeared to have originated in the carding room,

Mr. Arnold’s Grist 
Miil, with three runs of stones; loss about 2000 
sollars, no insurance—total loss between 25 and 
35,000 dollars, of which not more than 10,800 


dollars were insured. 
The Factories in the vicinity of the 
were prompt in rendering assistance. Beside 
those above named, Messrs. W. & D. D. Fate 
num, and Smith Arnold & Co. about half a mile 
distant from the fire, with all their werkmen, 
were active in affording every aid in their power. 
There were three other factories very near those 
consumed, which wefe not injured. The Bank 
was in some danger of taking fire, but was say- 
ed. Some articles were removed feom the Hamil- 
ton mill, and most of the webs were out from 
the looms. There are now 6 factories remain- 
ng in this flourishing little village, which bas 
never bejore been visited with a fire, ex the 
burning of a grist mill a few years a e are 
happy to add, that the ability of those who have 
suffered by the fire to sustain their losses, is um- 
doubjgd.
